RULING FAVORS FLAG

A federal appeals court conceded 
that the Confederate Battle Flag that 
flies atop the Alabama Capitol is of- 
fensive to many people, but declinsi 
to get involved in the dispute. 

The 11th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in a ruling made public on 
Thursday, Jan. 18, 1990. said the fly- 
ing of the Rebel banner on public 
buildings does not violate the Con- 
stitution, as alleged by the NAACP 
and black lawmakers. 

The Atlanta-based appeals court 
upheld a district court decision in 
favor of the state rejecting claims 
that the flag display violates the 
1st, Ijth, and 14th Amendments.
